The counter-proposals made hy the
Pennayivania  Rallroad, aimultaneously
with tha other rallroads, are:

Becond, The same clasalfication for the
purposs of compensation o be applied to
all members of a traln and engine crew.

Third. Two or more differently pald
clnssan of service performed In the same
day or trip to be pald proportionate rates
nocording to the class of service with not
less than a minimum day for combined
norvice.

The reply read, in part, as follows:

“Your communlcation of March 10, glv-
ing notlce of your desire to reviie present
wage schedules and agreements, according
to certaln proposals made a part of that
notice, has this day bean recelved.

*Your request that this company join In
’ concerted movement with other roads
will be glven conslderation and you will be
advised of the decinlion as soon as prac-
tieable.

“The present standards of rates and
working conditions have been very largely
fixed by mediation and arbitration, and
thie company feels that they are adequate
and even liberal to the employes. This
company hns no desire to change elther
the existing rates of pay or the working
#ales, nor to reduce the earning posaiblli-
ties of the smployes under their existing
rules, but Inasmuch as your proposals con-
template fundamental changes In operat-
Ing methods and prictloes on which the
schedules have been bullt up, this com-
pany hereby glves notice In conformity
with the schedules now In effect that in
connectlon with and as a part of the con-
sidaration and dlaposition of your propo-
gals there shall be apen for consideration
and dispesition those provisions In the
pohedules or practices thereunder govern-
Ing compensation in the classes of nervice
affected by your proposals.’

DANIELS FOR NAVAL
RESERVE COMPOSED OF
SEAFARING AMERICANS

Defending Higz Administration
of Department Before Com-
mittee, He Urges Appoint-
ments from Civil Life

FAVORS FORCE OF 67,952

WASHINGTON, Mareh 06,—A naval
renarve that will inelude all kinds of “mea-
faring Ameriéana” wan strongly advocatsd
by ESeeretary of thea Navy Daniels today.
The Reorotary appeared befors the iHoune
Ninval Affalrs Committes and vigorously
defended his course as head of the navy
He appenled for appolntmenta from clvil
life of exparienced aviators to become ofMi-
¢ord, maying that 300 are needed Inme-
diataly, In addition, he declared that the
navy shoauld Appoint 30 officera anch year
to (te enginsering oorpa to spsoinlise,

“T recommend,” sald Daniels, "that 7600
ehlisted men, 2500 apprentics seamen, 216%
hoapltal corpn men and 2000 marines be
added to the navy. This would make
14,150 additional men, bringlng the total
parsonnel of the navy to 47,0012,

“The CGeneral Poard last July recom-
mended 11,000 additional men In No-
vember, the board recommended an Ine
crensa of 14,000 men, When I made this
entimate for 14,162 men, last Octeber, 1
hnd only the July recommendation before
me,

"The sMcers of the navy who have testi-
fied here have givén only their parsonal
viewn, SHome of them have figured on
the bagls of every ship In the navy being
In eonstant eommisslon. This In not in
accordance with the polley of the navy.
Whan a ship goes to the navy yard, they
contend, It should malintaln Its full quota
of men. To this I have two objectionns;
firat, to have such a large force on the
ship, with only a few dutles to perform,
would be highly demoralizing; second,
thay should be put on an active vesacl, so
thelr training would not relax., For these
reanons the department has adopted the
policy of having only 40 per cent. of the
crew on a vessel In the navy yard.

“Former Becretary von Meyer left only
33 per cent. of the men on ships not in
active commission.”

Secretary Daniels stated that In spite
of the Inrge percentage of re-onlistments,
It was diMoult to maintain the full quota
of enllsted men. Only one out of slx ap-
plicantn is accepted because of the dini-
culty In getting the domired type, he ex-
plained. The enlistments of 12,876 men,
on the average, explre esvery year.

“To Increass the navy 15000 men next
year,” Danlels said, "we would have to
enlist 283,000 new men, in addition to the
re-enlistments. This would mean exam-
Ination of approximately 140,000 appli-
cante."

In hia plea for compulsory education
of enllsted men, the Secretary sald sinee
its inaugurition the number of such men
entering the Naval Academy had jumped
very materinliy. '""We can never have an
afficlent navy and a good navy.,” he added,
"until young men enlisted realize that If
they have the abliity they may becams ad-
mirale."

Secretary Danleln strongly favored the
reserve force of former navy men, pro-
posed by Admiral Blue, A “Class B ro-
sarve of merchant sallors was urged and
n third class of men fitted to serve in the
naval establishment on ahore. A fourth
class of reserves for harbor defense ves.
sels and a Afth class, “volunteer reserves,”
were advocated. The latter would he com-
ponsed of men of the trades, enginesrs and
the like.

To Increase the number of ofMcers, Dan-
lels recommended:

Appointment of 30 civll englnaora as of-
ficers each year for ten years

Appointment of 25 elvilian aviators, each
year for five years, as woll as continuing
asslgnments of naval officers to the avia-
tlon corpa.

Appointment of clvilinn educators at
Annapolls, so that a majority of the 00
thare would be avallable for nctive service.

Dantels emphasized the recommendation
for appointing civillan engineern.
